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“Presses For The Jet Age” 
(Fortune, December, 1951) 


A hundred and fifty tons, dead 
weight, on each wing tip! That is 
real strength! The new Lockheed 
F-94C jet fighter will support the 
weight of a diesel locomotive on 
each razor wing tip. Strength made 
possible by the main spar in each 
wing. “Well,” you say, “so what?” 
What’s so important about that? 
Just this! The ability to manufac 
ture this main spar in quantity, 
may be the difference between 
victory or defeat, through airpower, 
in the event of a global conflict. 

When Germany shrrendered, 
United States engineers were aston- 
ished to find that the I. G. Farben 
Bitterfield works was using a 
thirty-three thousand ton press, the 
largest in the world, for pressing 
out main spars at incredible speed. 
Thousands of man hours were 
saved by using the pressing method 
rather than forgoing each piece by 
the slow and tedious methods of 
hammering or in some _ cases 
machining. 

The lack of big forging presses 
in the United States might be less 
distressing if Russia were in the 
same fix. But, it isn’t! Shortly 
after V-E day the Russians hauled 
away Germany's enormous thirty- 
three thousand ton press. A United 
States technical mission actually 
got to the press first with orders 
to move it West or blow it up! To 
blow it up would seem unfriendly 
to the Russians, so the mission was 
cancelled. Another instance of the 
fly waiting for the spider to make 
the first move. And move the 
spider did! 

The Reds moved in, and they 
aren’t wasting any time. It is now 
known that the Russians are build- 
ing the monster fifty-five thousand 
ton press found on the drawing 
boards of the Krupp steel industry. 
It’s embarrassing to admit it, but 
Germany was there first! In the 
making of large aluminum-alloy 
forgings Germany was ten years 
ahead of U. S. Industry. In 1942 
it was found that German planes 
contained forgings made on a six- 
teen thousand ton press. The U. S. 
had only four thousand ton presses. 
Hmmmmm! We could adopt a new 
motto, “Too little; too late.” Let’s 
hope it doesn’t continue. : 

It was Lieutenant General Ken- 
neth B. Wolfe, retired, who redis- 
covered the big press. It was Gen- 
eral Wolfe who sent the technical 
mission out after the big forging 
presses when Germany fell. He 
gathered data to show that conven- 
tional production methods were 
growing so expensive that even if 
dies cost fifty thousand dollars, 
they could be paid for on fairly 
short production runs. A B-47 com- 
pression rib, for example, cost over 
eight thousand dollars to machine.
